DEDICATION . 


Some: people, much more than others, are able to live life ao 
at a deep, rich and satisfying level. Such people usually y 
feel for others, think clearly about issues and perceive 
beauty and goodness wherever these exist. Such a person is 

Miss Marian Stockton, teacher at Richmond Union High 
School for thirty-two years. A more dedicated teacher than 

Miss Stockton probably cannot be found anywhere. She has 

loved her work of teaching business skills, and she has 
brought to it wide practical knowledge. Even more, she has 
treated her students with a kindly patience and warm under- 
standing which have endeared her forever to numberless 
students. 


Needless to say, her classroom virtuosity is but one of the 
many fine things which have helped to make Miss Stockton's 
life so full. She has, for example, always been a devotee of 
nature. Many are the pack-trips she has made into the high 
Sierras and many the camps she has set up in out-of-the-way 
places. She has fished countless streams with expert finesse 
and swum many rivers with expert strokes. She also has a 
perfect passion for flowers, both wild and cultivated. She 
knows them, grows them, collects them and paints them. 
Her garden is a delight to behold. But like all of us, Miss 
Stockton also spends some time indoors. Here, it must be 
told, she excels as a cook. Her stuffed squab is regarded « 
by her friends as nothing short of fabulous. At home she 
also likes to try her hand at writing and water-colors. . 


The outline of Miss Stockton's life is as interesting as her 
accomplishments. She received her early schooling at Los 

Banos and then attended college at San Jose State where 

she prepared to become an elementary teacher. But after 
savoring elementary teaching for three years, she was certain 

that it was not for her. So she gave it up, took a business 
course and worked for three years in a business office. This, i 
too, was not wholly to her taste. Then, during World War |, -f 
she went to Washington, D. C., and worked in the War De- 
partment. After the war she attended the University of Cali- 

fornia where she received her A.B. degree and secondary 
teaching credential. Armed with these, Miss Stockton went 

to Angels Camp, taught two years, and finding that the art 

of teaching commercial courses was an exacting and pleas- 

ing one, finally came, in January, 1925, to Richmond Union 

High School where she has taught her specialties ever since, 

both to boys and girls and to adults at night school. 


During these eventful years Miss Stockton took upon her- 
self the rigorous task of rearing her five motherless nephews. 
Indeed, her boundless affection for her family and her utter- 
ly loyal devotion to her friends have been two of her out- 
standing traits. But she is also distinguished by another, 
equally strong trait and this is her fearlessness in advocat- 
ing ideas which she strongly believes to be right. 


Now, on the Golden Anniversary of Richmond Union High 
School, Miss Stockton has decided to retire from her long 
career of teaching, thirty-seven years all told. And some- 
how it has seemed a most happy circumstance to us, the 
Class of 1957, that two such noteworthy events should coin- 
cide. Each seems to add luster to the other. Because we 
feel these things so deeply, we dedicate, with special de- 
light, our Golden Anniversary Shield to Miss Stockton, our 
golden-hearted friend and teacher, and wish her well more 
‘than we can say. 
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FOREWORD 


We, the Shield Staff of 1957, were not confronted with 
the great problem of selecting a suitable theme. As 
students in Journalism |, we became aware of the fact 
that 1957 marked the fiftieth anniversary of Richmond 
Union High School. After deciding to use this anniver- 
sary as our theme, we were faced with the task of gather- 
ing material in order to present a complete resume of 


fifty years at Richmond Union High School. 


We felt that the history of our school could be told 
best through old pictures. The task of gathering these 
pictures was a great one, and it involved the willing assist- 
ance of teachers, alumni, and school personnel. 


The pictures, of course, could not tell the complete 
story of our school; these had to be supplemented with ad- 
ditional information about the history of Richmond High. 


Our next problem was how to arrange the collected 
material. The answer to this was a simple one. After each 
division page, we presented in pictures a short history 
of the subject of that particular section. The division 
pages themselves parallel the early years at Richmond 
Union High School with school life as it is today. 


After several weeks of delving into the history of Rich- 
mond High School, we uncovered many phases of this 
history which had not been considered in the original 
plan of the book. It was because of these discoveries 
that we decided to add a supplement depicting bygone 
days at our school. 


We now present to you the history of Richmond Union 
High School on this, the fiftieth anniversary of our 
school — OUR GOLDEN YEAR. 
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THE ROCK 


Resting on the lawn in front of our high school and surrounded by 
green shrubs is a granite rock — a familiar landmark to all RUHS 
students. 

The rock was donated by the Classes of December, 1933; June, 
1934; January, 1935, and June, 1935. The Senior Class of 1935, hav- 
ing made known its desire for a suitable rock, was told of one to be 
found in Point Richmond. Through the cooperation of the Standard 
Oil Company and the Santa Fe, the rock was hauled from the Point, 
beyond the Standard Oil and Rod and Gun, to where it could be 
reached by truck. The truck then brought the rock to the site where 
it now rests. 
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SENIOR BENCH 


Donated by the June Class of 1936, the Senior Bench is a familiar 
sight between the Printshop and the History Building. The bench was 
built in the summer of 1936 and paid for by surplus funds of that 
class. It is a tradition that the bench is to be used only by seniors. 


THE TROPHY CASE 


Installed in June, 1949, the trophy case, which resides in the foyer, 
houses both sports and academic trophies won by students at Rich- 
mond High School. 

The total cost of the trophy case was $1,171.52. Those who have 
contributed to the cost of the case are the Classes of February, 1946; 
June, 1946, 1947, and 1948; the Hi-Nus, May, 1947; the P. T. A., 
1947-48; the Pep Club, March, 1949, and the Student Association 
in August, 1949. 


IN MEMORY OF 
GLEN E. UNDERWOOD 


On February 25, 1957, Glen E. Underwood, teacher of 
English at Richmond Union High School, passed away. He is 
mourned by everyone, and the place left vacant by his 
death will be hard to fill. Yet, sorrow is not the sole emotion 

we feel about Mr. Underwood. None who witnessed his 
gallant attempt to return to his classes, after a long and 
harrowing hospitalization, can fail but be stirred and up- 
lifted by the memory of his sheer pluck and game spirit. 

Mr. Underwood brought to his students a wealth of 
knowledge, since he himself was a lifelong student of 

the humanities. He also brought them the wisdom of a 

practical man, for his career included much practical 
business. 

Mr. Underwood was a graduate of South West 
Missouri College; he received his M.A. degree from 
George Peabody College for Teachers in Tennessee 
and completed his work for his Ph.D. degree. In 

Arbyrd, Missouri, he was superintendent of schools 

for nine years. He also taught at State Teachers 

College in Marysville, Missouri, and at Tennessee 

Polytechnic Institute, in Cookeville, Tennessee. 

When Mr. Underwood came to Richmond, he 2 

served as Dean of Boys at Longfellow Junior ‘eee 

High School before he came to Richmond 

High to teach English. 

It was plain to all that Mr. Underwood 

loved to teach and hugely enjoyed his work. 

It was also plain to those who knew him well 

that his family of wife and daughter were all 

the world to him. He himself was the sixth 

of eleven children, and no doubt his grow- 

ing up among so many brothers and sisters 

gave him his easy social presence and his 

profound love of family life. His home, as 

the saying goes, was his castle, and he 

looked after it and his gay gardens with 
unstinting love and care. 

Mr. Underwood also took a keen in- 
terest in the trends and issues of 
national, international and local af- 
fairs. His opinions and convictions 

about politics and the social scene 

were strong. Yet, in no sense were 

they narrow or pedantic, for his 

great good sense, his broad knowl- 

edge and his sense of humor 
would not allow it. 

Indeed, in his balance and 

temperateness, Mr. Underwood 

approached the old Greek ideal 

of the man of practical wis- 

dom. Learned, open-minded, 

even-tempered, warm-hearted 

and eminently practical and 

efficient, he was a man whom 

all could respect and ad- 

mire. It is little wonder that 

he became a superlative 

teacher, since there was 

not a single excellence at- 

tributed to the ideal 

teacher which he did not 

possess. 
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FIFTY YEARS OF » 


Richmond Union High School is far different from the three-room 
former grammar school on Standard Avenue that served the high 
school students fifty years ago. This early school had three teachers, 
Mr. Bert X. Tucker, Miss Ruth Peterson, and Miss Alberta Bell, and 
a total enrollment of forty-five students. It was established as a 
temporary high school, while plans for a new high school were be- 
ing made. 


The proposed high school became an object of discussion. Some 
citizens thought Richmond capable of supporting a school of its 
own and opposed the establishment of a high school district. Wal- 
ter T. Helms, principal of the temporary high school and supervising 
principal of Stege, San Pablo, and Point Richmond districts, felt, 
however, that Stege and San Pablo should share the benefits the 
new high school would afford. Thus it was decided that the new 
school would be a union high school. 


Petitions were then made up by the heads of families in the three 
districts and were filed with the County Superintendent of Schools 
in January of 1907. An election was held, and results show that the 
public was unanimously in favor of the establishment of the high 
school. Bonds for the new school were then voted upon and passed. 


In May of 1907, architects prepared plans for the new building 
and on the 23rd of the same month construction was begun on the 
building which is now "Longfellow Junior High School’. By Febru- 
ary 12 of the next year, the school was completed at a cost of $85,- 
000. The Standard Avenue school moved to its permanent quarters, 
and on April 15 RUHS, hailed as a "magnificent structure of steel 
and brick" and dedicated to the cause of learning, was opened to 
the public. 


In May of 1908, Walter Smallwood, the first president of the 
Associated Student Body of RUHS, became the first student to 
graduate from the school. Since the new school lacked an audi- 
torium, commencement exercises were held in the Point Richmond 


Opera House. 


Richmond High grew rapidly. By 1914 it was evident that addi- 
tions to the school were needed. A cafeteria, an assembly hall, and 
several classrooms were constructed. In 1921 more rooms were 
added. The school which had been built for 400 students now had 
nearly twice that number. The Board of Education decided that a 
new high school was needed. 


In 1925 an election was held to vote on the bonds for the new 
high school. The bonds were passed and construction of our pres- 
ent high school was begun in November of 1926. The new school, 
which consisted of the Academic, the Science, the Home Economics, 
the Commercial buildings, the shops and the gyms, was occupied

in August of 1928. A number of additions to the school were con- 
structed during the next few years. In 1931 the clubhouse, christened 
The Student Union, was built. The next year the Social Science build- 
ing was completed to accommodate the increased number ‘of stu- 
dents. In the Fall of 1934, gridders happily saw the addition of a 
new turf. Two years later football fans welcomed the construction 
of bleachers. 


World War II brought more changes to RUHS. In the Fall of 
1941, the print shop was moved from Room 400 to its present site, 
the former Student Union, so that the room, which formerly housed 
the print shop, could be used to train employees for shipyard jobs. 
In 1942 the attendance of Richmond High increased to 1558, as 
the great tide of people came to Richmond to aid in war production. 
By 1945 enrollment was close to 2200. That year the old knitting 
mill, the present 800 building, was purchased and remodeled into 
classrooms. 


The increased population of the city of Richmond was clearly re- 
flected in Richmond Union High School. The University of Calif- 
ornia survey recommended RUHS go on double session, but the 
faculty and administration felt the school could stay on single session 
by using all space available. For this reason classes were held in the 
shop lecture rooms, the cafeteria, the stage, the locker room in the 
boys’ gym, and in the Little Theater. 


During 1946 and 1947 eight portables, rooms 820, 830, and 70I- 
705, auto shop, room 900, and the mechanical drawing room, 905, 
were added. The year of 1951 saw six more portables, rooms 201 to 
205 and the Girls’ P. E. annex, moved in to accommodate more 
students. Room 10 was remodeled and made the home of the 
deans and counselors. 


By 1953 the enrollment of RUHS had increased to 3,596 and 135 
teachers, which gave the school the honor of being the second larg- 
est senior high school in the United States. Seven more portables, 
Rooms 206 through 209, 840, 850, 860, were added and the new 
Girls’ Gym was built. 


Early in 1954 the band and orchestra left their cramped quarters 
in Room 61 and moved to the newly constructed music building. 
Tennis enthusiasts welcomed the sight of enlarged and newly surfaced 
courts in the same year. In 1955 RUHS reached the maximum en- 
rollment of 3,700 and I51 teachers. 


Due to the establishment of De Anza and Harry Ells as high schools 
in 1955, today Richmond High stands with a decreased enrollment 
of 2,693, has 124 teachers and a classified personnel staff of 42. 
Little in its structure reminds one of the three-room school house on 
Standard Avenue where three teachers taught forty-five students 
fifty years ago. 
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FIFTY YEARS OF GOVERNMENT 


The Associated Student Body of Richmond Union High School 
was organized August 14, 1907. A constitution was adopted and 
an election of officers was held. Walter Smallwood became the first 
president of RUHS, Maud Pretchard, Vice-President; Marguerite 
Butterfield, Secretary, and Jean Bartholomew, Treasurer. 


Since 1907, the organization of student government at RUHS has 
undergone many changes. In 1912 two new SA offices were creat- 
ed: an athletic manager and a commissioner of student affairs. A 
new constitution, which remedied the defects of the first one, was 
adopted. A finance committee was formed in 1914, whose duty was 
to take charge of all expenditures of the Student Association. 


In 1917, an Executive Board was established. It consisted of the 
President, Vice-President, Secretary-Treasurer, Representative of 
Girls' Athletics, and Representative of Boys' Athletics. This board 
was in charge of making arrangements for student activities and con- 
ducting SA elections. 


Four years after the organization of the Executive Board, the fore- 
runner to the present Board of Commissioners, The Advisory Board, 
was established. This Board consisted of the President, a Com- 
missioner of Social Affairs, Commissioner of Girls' Athletics, Com- 
missioner of Boys’ Athletics, and Secretary-Treasurer. The judicial 
part of this government was covered by a prosecuting attorney and 
a judge. Under this new system, a police committee of fifteen 
members was established to apprehend wrong doers. 


In 1933 the Board of Commissioners, consisting of a commissioner 
and the SA President, was established. The duty of the Board was 
to manage all the activities and finances of the school. 


The year of 1942 saw the constitution changed again to provide 
for a student legislature, consisting of a House of Representatives 
and a Senate. The House was made up of the President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, and Secretary of each of the classes and the presidents of all 
clubs and societies connected with the SA. The Senate was com- 
posed of the SA President, Vice-President, Secretary, Prosecuting 
Attorney, Commissioner of Law and Order, Commissioner of Boys' 
Athletics, Commissioner of Girls' Athletics, Commissioner of Social 
Affairs, Commissioner of Publicity, and the Head Yell Leader. All 
proposed bills had to be passed by both Houses and could originate 
in either house. 


The constitution underwent another change in 1956 extending the 
membership of the Board of Commissioners to include the presidents 
of the Sophomore, Junior, and Senior Classes, and the president of 
Girls' League. 


The Student Council met for the first time in January, 1930. Ber- 
nard Follet was the first president of the Council. The Council rep- 
resented a new form of government at RUHS. Students were elected 
from each advisory to serve on the Council. Thus, it obtained popu- 
lar opinion. The size of the Student Council increased in 1949 when 
its membership began to include the Board of Commissioners, the 
Class Officers, and representatives of each activity in the school. 


In 1956, the year in which the organization of the Board of Com- 
missioners was changed, the Student Council was replaced by the 
Representative Council by an amendment to the constitution. The 
Representative Council today consists of a student from each Sopho- 


more English class and a representative from each Junior and Senior 
Social Studies class. 


The Senior Representative Council, though not officially a part of 
student government, was established about seven years ago to help 
organize the expanding senior classes. The membership is composed 
of seniors representing Social Studies and English classes. 


FIFTY YEARS OF PUBLICATIONS 


From very modest beginnings Journalism has grown into one of the 
full-fledged, vital activities of Richmond Union High School. Hi-Nus 
reporters probe into anything and everything, producing SCOOps, 
keeping scores and minding school business in general. Photograph- 
ers of the Shield staff, equally uninhibited, range the grounds and 
buildings, recording with notorious regularity, every possible antic 
and prodigy. But the Hi-Nus and Shield do not merely record school 
history, they also make it. 


Phe Sle Nues 


Richmond Union High School's first regular newspaper came out 
in 1919 under the direction of Miss Mabel Martin. It was a mimeo- 
graphed paper and had two names in swift succession, "Skunk" 
and "X-Ray", before it was finally and for all times called "Hi-Nus"’. 
The mimeographed format of the Hi-Nus did not please the staff for 
long. Consequently the paper was given to local publishers to be 
printed. 

In the following year, 1920, everybody began to feel that the 
Hi-Nus ought to be printed at school, not down town. But this meant 
that money would have to be raised to buy a press. The circus of 
1921 was given to purchase the press. The next problem was to find 
somebody to operate the press. In this matter Mr. Charles Brom- 
bacher, the late owner of the Independent Printing Company, help- 
ed out by holding classes in the school print shop at night to print 
the Hi-Nus. On April 15, 1921, the first copy of the Hi-Nus came 
off Richmond High's press. 


PAE SALE eD 


In 1913 the students of Richmond Union High School published 
their first school annual under the direction of Miss Mabel Martin, 
Journalism advisor. They called this annual the "Rodeo". In 1921 
the name was changed to "'Hi-Nus", in 1923 to "Orinda", in 1924 
to "Blue and Red", in 1926 to "Annunario", and in 1929 to "Shield", 
its present name. 

The first yearbook was quite unlike the Shield of 1957. Half its 
pages were taken up by advertisements; the other half were filled 
with literary pieces, cartoons, and the usual sections of seniors, activi- 
ties, organizations and sports. 

For a long time the Shield was published twice a year, in winter 
and spring, in order that each graduating class of seniors might have 
its own book. These semi-annual Shields were slimmer books than the 
great annual Shield which appeared for the first time a year ago, in 
1956, when seniors began to be graduated on a yearly basis rather 
than on a twice-yearly one. 

World War Il also had an effect on the size and make-up of the 
Shield. During the war the cover of the Shield was made of card- 
board and the average number of pages was forty-four. In 1945, 
however, the Shield's pages were increased to sixty-four. When, in 
the following year, the first student photographer, Dick Masiel, be- 
gan to take some of the pictures for the Shield, the number of pages 
increased still further, since the cost of production went down. Ever 
since then, student photographers have made it possible for the 
Shield to keep growing in size. The 1953 Shield had more than 
a hundred pages. 

Still another factor in the steady growth of the size of the Shield 
was the change that was made in January of 1955 from letter press 
printing to offset printing. Since offset printing is less costly than 
letter press printing, the cost of production was lowered and the 
number of pages accordingly increased. Thus in 1956 the Shield 
boasted two hundred and eighty-four pages. The present Shield of 
1957, also a giant of two-hundred and eighty-eight pages, is one of 
the largest high school year books in the United States.

WALTER T. HELMS 


The Richmond School District for forty-eight years was 
supervised by the skillful hand of Superintendent Walter 
T. Helms. Under his guidance was developed one of the 
most progressive school systems in the Bay Area. Mr. 
Helms will always be remembered for the excellent direc- 
tion he gave during World War II, when the education 
of thousands of children in Richmond was jeopardized. 
Despite the overcrowded conditions, Mr. Helms made it 
possible for these children to be given an opportunity to 


. attend school. 


A graduate of the University of California in 1899, 
Mr. Helms completed his practice teaching in Berkeley. 
In 1901, after doing graduate work at the University, he 
was sent to the San Pablo School District as the District's 
Supervising Principal. At that time Richmond was little 
more than grain fields. 

Six years later Mr. Helms organized Richmond Union 
High School. He continued as the District Superintendent 
until 1949, when he retired with the honorary title of 
Superintendent Emeritus. 

During his years as superintendent, Mr. Helms did not 
confine himself to educational posts, but he was active in 
civic and community affairs, as he is today. He organized 
the Richmond Health Center in 1922 and was at one time 
chairman of the Richmond Red Cross. As a member of 
the Contra Costa Board of Education, Mr. Helms gained 
recognition as one of the foremost leaders of school 
development. 

Our community is indeed in the debt of Mr. Helms, 
who, for nearly a half a century, so wisely directed the 
development of the Richmond School System. 


FIFTY YEARS OF SUPERINTENDENTS 


DR. GEORGE D. MINER 


Dr. George D. Miner, our present Superintendent 
of Schools, has proved himself a worthy successor to 
the founder of the Richmond School District, Mr. Walter 
T. Helms. 

Born in Wisconsin, where he attended grammar and 
high schools, Dr. Miner graduated from Carlton College 
in Minnesota in 1922. His first teaching position was in 
Richmond at Roosevelt Junior High School in 1924 where 
he taught physical education, general science, mechani- 
cal drawing, and civics. 

After eleven years at Roosevelt, he was appointed 
Director of Research and Testing for the Richmond 
Schools. At the same time he was made Director of Re- 
search for Contra Costa County. In 1940 Dr. Miner 
assumed the position of Business Manager of the Rich- 
mond Schools. 

The war interrupted Dr. Miner's rising career. For two 
years he served as a Lieutenant Commander in the United 
States Navy. Upon his discharge in 1945, he was made 
a Deputy Superintendent, which was left vacant by the 
retirement of Mr. Helms. 

Like Mr. Helms, Dr. Miner is a very active citizen in 
commmunity affairs. Holding many educational positions, 
he has been recognized by ''Who's Who in American 
Education’ as one of the best-known educators of the 
country.

BERT X. TUCKER 


Bert X. Tucker, the first principal of Richmond Union 
High School, held the unique position of molding the 
policies of the school from the time its first thirty-two 
students entered in 1907 until the graduating class num- 
bered three-hundred one in 1943. 

Always with the interests of the students in mind, Mr. 
Tucker and the faculty wisely planned a curriculum that 
would best meet the needs of the graduates. Because 
of this foresight, many RUHS graduates today have 
achieved success in the professions, in business, and in 
industry. 

Mr. Tucker, a graduate of the University of Kansas, 
came to California in the early 1900's and attended the 
University of California. After receiving his teaching 
credential at the University, he went to Santa Maria, 
California, where he taught science. He then moved to 
Chico, where he was principal of the local high school. 

In the early summer of 1907, Mr. Tucker received word 
that a position was open at a newly organized high school 
in Richmond. After correspondence with the Richmond 
District's supervisor, Walter T. Helms, Mr. Tucker accept- 
ed the position of principal of Richmond Union High 
School. He then began this thirty-six years of service 
at Richmond Union High School. 

During Mr. Tucker's principalship, RUHS developed 
into a school where unity was the key word in a school 
that belonged to the students and faculty. Even after his 
retirement in 1943, Mr. Tucker continued to be actively 
interested in the affairs of the high school. Just one 
month before his death in 1945, he attended an Oiler 
football game at the school he loved, the school that 
owes so very much to him.

DAVID C. GRAY 


David C. Gray has served as principal of Richmond 
Union High School for fourteen years. During this time, 
he has never failed to lend a helping hand to those seek- 
ing advice. 

Mr. Gray, a native of Vina, California, attended the 
local grammar school prior to entering Heald's Business 
College in Chico. In 1921, after working as a steno- 
grapher, he decided to resume his education. He spent the 
next years in diligent work at Los Molinos High School. 

In 1923, Mr. Gray entered the University of Califor- 
nia, on a scholarship, as an accounting major. Four years 
later he received a Bachelor of Science degree and was 
ready to begin his teaching career. 

Mr. Gray's first teaching position was at Richmond 
Union High School, to which he came August 15, 1927, 
the day that classes for the Fall semester began. He was 
an instructor in bookkeeping in the Commercial Depart- 
ment of this growing high school. 

In 1931, Mr. Gray became Dean of Sophomores.* Two 
years later he was appointed Dean of Boys and Chair- 
man of the Commercial Department.

With the re- 
tirement of Mr. Tucker in 1943 Mr. Gray became princi- 
pal of Richmond Union High School. Over the interven- 
ing period of fourteen years, he has established himself 
as a true friend of the student body.

Although the daily attendance at RUHS in 1907 numbered only thirty-five to thirty-six students, these stu- 
dents were offered courses in English, mathematics, history, science, and typing. Because of the small size of 
the school house, typing classes were held in the entry hall of the three-room building. 


After the high school had moved to its quarters at the present Longfellow Junior High, language became a 
part of the curriculum in 1909. Classes were offered in Latin, Spanish, and German. German was discontinued 
and replaced by French. 


Today over five-hundred classes are in session daily at RUHS. Students may take courses, not only in aca- 
demic and commercial subjects, but also in vocational fields. Classes are offered in radio, aviation, auto, 
print, wood, carpentry, cabinet, and metal shops. In recent years family living, driver training, drama, journa- 
lism, and stagecraft have become popular classes. 


In 1908, Walter Smallwood became the first graduate of RUHS. A class of three girls graduated the follow- 
ing year. The size of the graduating classes increased gradually until World War II. During the war years, an 
average of three-hundred students graduated every June. Classes were graduated annually until 1922. Mid- 
year graduation began with the December, 1922, class and continued until February, 1955, which was the 
last mid-year class. 


The number of graduates increased steadily after 
World War II. Last year, 839 students graduated from 
RUHS. This was the largest class to receive diplomas 
from our high school. This large graduating class 
brought the number of students who have graduated 
from RUHS since the first graduate of 1908 to a grand 
total of 14,800.

FIFTY YEARS 
OF ATHLETICS 


From the beginning of Richmond Union High School, boys’ sports, which 
were coached by classroom teachers, were conducted after school and were 
considered extra-curricular. Baseball and track were organized in 1907-08. 
Basketball began in 1912-13, while rugby was introduced in I9I1, but was 
discontinued in 1920 because of the arrival of football. 

The first regular Boys’ Physical Education classes were held in 1920 under 
the managememnt of Mr. "Major'' Ivan W. Hill, the first P. E. Chairman and 
coach of all sports at Richmond High from 1920-28. In 1928, Mr. Hill was 
assisted by Mr. Phil Hempler, who in 1930 became head of the department. 
At the present time, Mr. Hill is the Director of Recreation and Physical Edu- 
cation of Richmond Schools, while Mr. Hempler is his assistant. 

Mr. Dick Christenson, who is now Dean of Boys at Longfellow Junior High 
School, followed Mr. Hempler as P. E. chairman. Mr. Sam Teese, the present 
chairman, now leads nine instructors in the department. 

The early years of Richmond High School found the teams members of the 
Contra Costa Athletic League. It was necessary to withdraw from this league 
in 1912, because other schools in the county were too small and bay area 
schools were too large. Richmond was independent until the school joined the 
Alameda County Athletic League in 1930. 

The words and the 
music of the Navy Blue 
and Red", the school 
song, were compiled 
and selected by the Stu- 
dent Body sometime be- 
tween the years of 
1907-1914. The school 
colors of navy blue and 
red were also chosen by 
the students during this 
same period. 

Because of the influ-

GIRLS’ ATHLETICS 


The Girls' Athletic Association has been organized since the beginning of Richmond 
Union High School. Previous to the organization of the regular Girls' Physical Educa- 
tion Department in 1920, the girls were coached in sports by various classroom 
teachers. In these early years, the girls had regular competition with other schools. 

Team sports, such as basketball, hiking, hockey, baseball, which was replaced by 
softball in 1937, and volleyball, are old favorites of the sports enthusiasts. These 
sports, with the exception of hockey, began during the early years of RUHS. Hockey 
was first offered when the students moved to the newly constructed building on 23rd 
and Tulare. 

In 1932 RUHS girls took to the water. Swimming became a favorite sport and has 
continued to appeal to all aspiring aqua-maids. The same year horseback riding was 
offered as an after school sport, but it lasted for only three years. 


Tennis enthusiasts welcomed the addition of this sport to the GAA program in 1943. 
Miss Clara McLaurin coached a group of early birds before school at Nicholl Park. 


Today junior and senior tennis are offered under the direction of Miss Kathleen Mc- 
Carthy and Mrs. Alice Clark. In 1950 the trophy for senior tennis was established. 
Every Spring two tournaments are held, one for singles and one for doubles, to de- 
termine the champions. 

In 1940 a group of sports-minded girls and Mrs. Clark organized a club called the 
Winged R to find an outlet for their confined energy. The club flourished for five 
years, but when interest died, the club was disbanded. In 1954 the club was re- 
organized. In 1932 archery was added to the after school sports. 

Bowling began as a part of the GAA program in 1950 with Mrs. Lois Siegel as 
sponsor. This sport is now sponsored by Mrs. Claire Shaw. Recently badminton and 
fencing have been added to the program.
